America is waking up and going 
back to prohibition by local op- 
tion, the Rev. Sam Morris, of San 
Antonio, Tex., told listeners at the 
68th anniversary meeting of the 
Georgia Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union last night. 

Speaking at Wesley Memorial 
Church, the Rev. Mr. Morris cited 
examples like Kentucky—‘“which 
makes about half of all U. S. 
liquor”—where “93 out of 120 
Counties have voted back to pro- 
hibition.”

Will the UN Side With Tito? 


The United Nations appears to be on the verge of taking sides with Titoism in its conflict with 
Stalinism. For that, in effect, will be the result if Yugoslavia is elected to the Security Council over 
Czechoslovakia, as was being predicted at Lake Success. 


For the West it means a choice between two 
unpalatable candidates for the Eastern Europe 


seat. 

But Russia will take it as public condemna- 
tion of her actions in one of the most embar- 
rassing disputes which has ever threatened the 
ranks of international communism. 


Naturally, then, it has stirred up one of 
the bitterest fights in UN history. Nothing 
has aroused so much speculation that Rus- 
sia might wit iraw from the peace organi- 
zation. Calmer elements discount this. But 
it lurks behind the scenes of all discussion 
at Lake Success. 


Andrei Vishinsky, at one of his rare press con- 


ferences, put up a measured technical argument 
in favor of what he called a long-standing gen- 
tlemen’s agreement that the nonpermanent mem- 
bers of the Council should be chosen on a re- 
gional or geopolitica) basis, the candidates chosen 
by their own group to be accepted by other 
delegations. He cited the fact that Russia sup- 
ported Argentina, the Latin-American choice, two 
years ago, despite strained relations between the 
two countries. He claims that since Yugoslavia 
is running independently, she has no claim to the 
seat. 
The United States says the gentlemen’s agree- 
ment envisioned representation for the Commu- 
nist states of Eastern Europe, that Yugoslavia is 
_a Communist state, and that the fact she is no 
longer a member of the Soviet bloc has nothing 
to do with her qualifications. 

The truth lying in between, of course, is that 
the argument is merely a part of the cold war. 
Britain has been expected to support Czechoslo- 
vakia in violation of the American concept, how-

Mr. and Mrs. Wasyl Pacholtschenko have come to live among | 
us. They are displaced persons. He is a Russian from the Ukraine. | 
She is a native of Yugoslavia. He is 23. She is 20. Her first 
name is Maria. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pacholtschenko are perhaps the happiest people 
in Cobb County> They have, for the first time in years, a feeling 
of security. Wasyl has a job. They have a kind sponsor who is 
setting them up in housekeeping. They are going to work hard. 
Quickly they hope to improve their broken English. | 

“We want to work,” Wasyl says. “Some day, perhaps, we can | 
buy a small house and a little land. We will be good citizens.” 

Maria nodded smilingly her approval of her husband’s words. 


S onsors My interview with Wasyl and Maria took place at the | 
p suburban home of Mr. and Mrs. Fred S. Wilson on | 
Powder Springs Road. Mr. and Mrs. Wilson are the*sponsors for | 
this displaced couple. Except for their sponsorship, Wasyl and. 
Maria still would be lodged in a displaced persons camp at Salzburg, 
Austria. That’s where they met and that’s where they were mar- | 
ried some two and a half years ago. 

If anyone else would like to sponsor a displaced person, a dis- 
placed couple or a displaced family, the place to write is the Dis- 
placed Persons Commission, Washington 25, D. C. 

That is where Mr. Wilson wrote last April 5. 


Arrival On May 10, Mr. Wilson’s application was approved. | 

Then nothing was heard until recently, when, on Oct. | 
4, he suddenly received a letter from the Travelers Aid Society | 
of New Orleans. It advised him that the displaced couple which | 
he was sponsoring would arrive on the USAT General Elttinge | 
Oct. 8. It asked that $45 be sent to provide train fare for the cou- | 
ple from New Orleans to Marietta. 

Instead of sending the money, Mr. and Mrs. Wilson got in their | 
car and drove to New Orleans. The boat finally docked two days | 
late. 

Wasyl and Maria slept most of the way to Marietta. They had | 
not had a particular enjoyable voyage. It took two weeks from | 
Bremerhaven to New Orleans. Wasyl had quarters with some 250 | 
other male passengers. Maria was in a room with about 25 other | 
women, most of whom had babies. | 

“At least one of the children was crying all the time,” she said. | 
“It was impossible to sleep.” 

But now that.they have a new home everything is fine. 

What do they look back on? 

Well, Wasyl was 16 when the Germans overran Kiev in the | 
Ukraine where he lived. He was a strong youth and they sent him | 
back to Germany as a slave laborer. He worked for years on black | 
bread and thin soup. The American 42nd Rainbow Division freed | 
him when it captured Munich. | 

Wasy! doesn’t know what happened to his parents. His father | 
was a farmer. But the Red Cross at Geneva believes his parents | 
were killed when their train was bombed when they and thousands 
of other Russians were being shipped to Germany. 

As for Maria, she escaped from Yugoslavia ahead of the Reds | 
with her parents, three sisters and a brother. Her grandmother | 
and her aunt were not so lucky. They were sent to the coal fields. | 
One was 80 and the other 79. One died after only two days’ work. 


Future What of their future in Marietta? Mr. Wilson had | 

planned to have them on his farm where he grows cot- 
ton, corn and sweet potatoes. But the farm season is over now | 
and he and Mrs. Wilson will leave soon for Miami where they | 
live during the Winters. 

So Mr. Wilson called his good ffiend, L. M. (Rip) Blair. They 
are co-owners of the Pine Forest Apartments. Perhaps there is a 
job available there, Wilson said. Mr. Blair said there certainly 
was. Wasyl and Maria could have an apartment there, Mr. Blair 
said, and Wasy] could work as a maintenance man. He is experi- 
enced in that type of work. Maria, who has blonde hair and blue 
eyes, will probably do some baby sitting and other odd jobs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilson will furnish their apartment and give 
them sufficient cash to live on until their pay checks start.

There is an aspect of these hearings which 
has escaped public notice and about which more 


| public information should be given. 


Mr. Bowen, who hired me to aid his general 
counsel in this hearing, was served with what 
was called a “citation.” This citation contained 
seven charges against him. Except for two of 
them they were so vague and indefinite that no 
intelligent person could have possibly prepared 


| a defense to them. One of the charges accused 
| him of selling.whiskey in dry counties. It did not 


attempt to put him on notice as to the date of 


the sale, the person to whom the whiskey was 


sold or the county in which it was sold. No evi- 
dence was ever introduced to substantiate the 
charge. Another charge accused him of being 
in a conspiracy. It did not disclose the names 


of his coconspirators or what the conspiracy 


consisted of. At the’ beginning of the hearing, 
we attempted to file a motion to make more spe- 
cific the charges, to have certain persons present, 
and to have an opportunity to respond to the 
charges. We were not even permitted to state 
that motion or any other motion until Mr. Shaw 
had read affidavits into the record which con- 
tained hearsay testimony. We were not present 
when these persons made the affidavits. We 
were not permitted to question them. We were 
unprepared to offer counter-affidavits, for, until 
the hearing, we were unaware that they had 
made affidavits. 

The whole proceeding was not in accord- 
ance with the average American’s concept of a 
fair and just proceeding which gives an accused 
an opportunity to be faced with his accusers and 
an opportunity to examine them under oath. 
We were shut off from ever requesting the spe- 
cific charges upon which Bowen was being tried 
and were not even permitted to make a request 
that certain persons be present until after the 
Bowen 
could not have subpoenaed any person to the 
hearing for the reason that there is no law per- 
mitting him to do so. 

In a day when more and more of our activi- 
ties are being controlled by quasi judicial bodies, 
when more and more of our property is subject 
to the whim and fancy of a board, commissioner 
or bureau, such proceedings as outlined above 
should arouse every citizen and particularly the 
bench and bar. : 

I will furnish the Bar Association with a 
transcript of the record because I believe that 
principles of fundamental justice are involved.

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_Mr. Byrnes’ Candidacy 


WASHINGTON—The announcement by James F. Byrnes that hé may run for 

Governor of his native South Carolina is one of the most intriguing political 

developments in some time because of the play in national politics that also involves 

Harry S. Truman. At first blush one might ask quite logically why Jimmy Byrnes 

should now run for Governor of his State with all the national honors he has 

—-fiouse. member, Senator, Supreme Court Justice, “Assistant President” as top civilian advi- 

sor during the war to Presidents Roosevelt and Truman, Secretary of State under President Truman. 
He is no longer a young man, either, though quite active. 


The clue may be found in a sort of condition 
he Suggested for his candidacy as Governor, 
coupled with his attack a few weeks ago on the 
Truman Fair Deal as “leading down the road to 
statism,” which surprised some people because 
of his former high position in the Truman ad- 
ministration. In an interview at his home with 
the Spartanburg Herald, Mr. Byrnes said: 


“A very important question is whether one 
as Governor could secure the co-operation 
of other Governors in arousing the people of 
the nation to hold the line against further 
encroachments upon the rights of the States.” 


In short, Mr. Byrnes is inviting himself, or 
yielding to the invitations of others, to lead a 
new Southern movement against President Tru- 
man and the Fair Deal. As interpreted here the 
object obviously is to use Jimmy Byrnes, because 
of his previous high position in the party, to wipe 
out the stigma of the Dixiecrat movement of the 
last election. The latter failed to attract out- 
standing party leaders and failed in its aim of 
pulling away enough Southern States to defeat 
Mr. Truman. Jimmy Byrnes did not get himself 
identified publicly with that abortive movement. 
He could provide respectability and tone to a 
renovated States’ rights movement and give it 
the color of a regular party matter rather than 
such a rump affair as the Dixiecrat movement 
turned out to be. 


Further developments in this interesting situa- 
tion may come from the Southern Governors’ 
Conference at Biloxi, Miss., Nov. 21, which Mr. 
Byrnes is to address. 


One Democrat high in the party here said 
this new project of Jimmy Byrnes became mani- 
fest six months ago. He professed to see the 
fine hand of Mr. Byrnes, one of the party’s most 
skillful political operators, in the “face-saving” 
maneuvered for Gov; J. Strom Thurmond, of 
South Carolina, last year’s Dixiecrat presidential 
candidate. This was accomplished a few weeks 
ago when the Governor resigned as South Caro- 


lina National Committeeman to the Democratic 
State Central Committee, which thereupon elect- 
ed Sen. Burnet R. Maybank to the post. This 
saved Gov. Thurmond from the embarrassment 
of being publicly kicked off the Committee at 
its session here a few days later when it ousted 
other members who had bolted President Tru- 
man. Mr. Byrnes and Sen. Maybank are close 
friends and political associates. 


Gov. Thurmond wants to come to the Sen- 
ate. He plans to seek the Democratic sena- 
torial nomination, tantamount to election in 
his State, against the incumbent, Sen. Olin 
D. Johnston, at next July’s primary, in which 
Mr. Byrnes also would be a candidate for 
Governor if he decides to run.

likely to go off like an atom bomb. 

“Conditions there are so dangerous that we 
momentarily could have an explosion which 
might reach right into this Senate chamber,” he 
told the gentlemen. He demanded that they take 
up at once, while there still was time, a bill 
to spend $16,446,000 patching up the leaky boil- 
ers, rewiring the place for modern electricity, 
and building a new steam tunnel before the old 
one made hash of the landscape. 


He didn’t scare anybody but me. I got 
out of there in one piece, but the brave law- 
givers—perhaps I should call ’em foolhardy 
—were unimpressed. Those boilers have 
been about to blow up now for 39 years and 
nobody’s been mangled yet. 


The leadership said it would take up the 
matter of the leaky boilers later. The night 
passed, the Capitol still was there and now the 
intrepid Senators were debating the basing-point 
freight rate bill. Nobody even looked worried 
about those boilers, except maybe Sen. Downey. 
He seemed pale. After all, it’s no fun sitting 
under a ceiling you’re expecting to drop on you. 

So I got to snooping around about this power 
plant problem and I can report that it is not 
funny. For one thing the antique machinery in- 
stalled in 1910 turns out only old-fashioned elec- 
tricity 25 cycles, direct current. This won’t run 
a Senator’s television set, or even make his 
electric razor buzz. : 

To change to modern electricity, the lawgiv- 
ers will have to rewire the entire establishment 
at a cost of $7,600,000. This sounded like a 
good deal of money for new wire to me, but it

turned out some of the present wiring was in- 
stalled 50 years ago. It’s wrapped in paper, 
strung through iron pipe, and buried in cement. 
It'll be hard to get out; meantime, it’s likely to 
cause sparks. 

So when the new wiring is done, if the Sen- 
ators ever get around to ordering it, the boys 
will abandon their own ancient generators and 
buy their electricity from the Potomac Electric 
Power Company. This will be cheaper, they say, 
by about $50,000 a year than making their own. 

“After years and years of seeing bills brought 
in to put the Government into the power busi- 
ness, we are going to see the Government get 
out of the power business,” commented Rep. 
Clarence Brown, the Ohio Republican, looking 
dazed. “It is very unusual.” 


The gentlemen intend to save their power 
plant, put in new boilers and use them for 
steam heat. They’ll also dig a new tunnel, 
boost the size of their air conditioner for 
Summer comfort, and thereby spend the rest 
of their $16,000,000-odd. That is, if the Sen- 
ators realize their jeopardy. 

I asked a janitorial expert about Sen. 
Downey’s expected explosion in the Senate 
chamber. He said he’d be durned if he knew 
what the Senator was talking about. He pointed 
out the window and said, look. 

And there was the power plant that’s been 
on the verge of blowing up these many years, 
puffing smoke from its twin stacks a full mile 
away. Made me feel a good deal better about 
the hazards of observing the Senate at work.

The General Is Still Wearing His Stars 


NEW YORK—The tumult and the shouting have died and I observe that Major-General Harry 
H. Vaughan is still holding down his job in the White House as ostensible military aide to President 


Truman. 


He has not been indicted nor arrested and, as of this hour, no person with clean hands has 


made any charge against him beyond criticism of his ethics and sense of propriety. 


Actually, General Vaughan is a political rather 
than a military aide to the President and should 
not have worn his soldier suit during the per- 
formance of the duties of this office. I believe it 
was the naive vanity of a National Guardsman, 
a Rotarian sort of fellow who never thought to 
become a major-general and, having got his stars, 
naturally wanted to catch sidelong glimpses of 
them on his shoulders, that caused him to wear 
his regimentals.in a sedentary civilian position 
long after the war. This was unwise because the 
ethics of the corps of officers of our Regular 
Army and Navy, though too often honored in 
the breach, are so austere and pure that a poli- 
tician in a general’s uniform was bound to 
look bad. 


Say what you will about the sorry, selfish 
conduct, even venality of some members of 
the “brass,” the code itself is still a beautiful 
statement of principles and pledge of virtue 
and I am not joining in the nasty campaign 
against Vaughan’ when I observe that he 
wasn’t up to it. How could he be? You 
have to be schooled in this code as a young 
man when your principles are juicy and few 
civilians can measure up to it and, be it 
added, unfortunately, too few officers. By 
civilian standards Vaughan was certainly 
no worse than average and by the moral 
standards of the White House under Roose- 
velt he was prim. 


General Vaughan was an intermediary. Is 
that a low occupation? Not necessarily. Why, 
during the war when the “agencies” were pro- 
liferating all over the place like cancer in a 


body, the maze became so tangled that money’ 


was appropriated for a bureau to which even 
government officials could appeal for informa- 
tion about the titles, jurisdiction, location and 
chiefs of other bureaus. Nobody in the entire 
capital really knew his way around the entire 
bureaucracy. There were some offices and 
“authorities” that many members of Congress, 
reporters and diligent government officials had 
never heard of. There still are some. 

General Vaughan was an introducer and in- 
terviewer and his intervention in behalf of the 
people who wanted to finish up a race-track was 
deplorable but, after all, just typical of our 
politics. As the details of his activities in favor 
of this one and that one came out I found myself 
day by day thumbing back to the precedents of 
the Roosevelt reign and the pushful, unabashed 
exploitation of the presidency for the financial 
profit of Eleanor the Great, Elliott and Jimmy 
the Eaglet. I noted as a contrast in his favor 
that Vaughan never was accused of accepting a 
dollar or anything else of value but that damned 
deep freeze which became an albatross to Mrs. 
Vaughan. 

But that was not as bad as it seemed. I tell 


you it is standard practice in our big commerce 
to send valuable gifts to buyers or purchasing 
agents and many other persons. Those who 
absolutely refuse to accept anything are regarded 
as prigs. Custom regards this loot as legitimate 
squeeze. I am not defending it and I venture the 
assumption that the Vaughans had many a 
private heartache over that icebox, but this is a 
condition and it is a measure of our morals. 


Vaughan and Mrs. Vaughan, both, undoubtedly 
were taken in by Johnny Maragon and, if you 
want the truth, so was I. But Johnny is an 
ingratiating fellow, the kind known as a swipe or 
grifter in the prizefight trade, always volunteer- 
ing to hustle you sandwiches, carry your type- 
writer, run across town to get your laundry or 
anything like that. He latched onto Vaughan 
and imposed on this propinquity to turn little 
tricks for himself. The evidence suggests to me 
that he became a name-dropper and seized an 
importance that Vaughan did not intend him to 
have. That was careless of the General and, 
in the end, he found that he was being held 
answerable for conduct by Maragon which he 
would not have permitted had he know in time. 
But Maragon’s very ignorance and clumsiness 
precluded him from the really sinister‘ and 
dangerous machinations of Harry Hopkins and 
others who had the run of the White House 
under Roosevelt. After all, Maragon wasn’t 
sitting in at Cabinet meetings as Henry Wal- 
lace had. 


He told me that when he was a passenger 
agent for the Baltimore and Ohio he booked 
the Roosevelt funeral train from Washington 
to Linden, N. J., and back from Linden to 
Washington and that the Pennsylvania got 
only 19 miles of business each way. I took 
his word, never suspecting that he would be 
dumb enough to lie about such a thing, but 
I soon learned that there wasn’t a word of 
truth in it. So Johnny gets found out and 
the worst to be said of General Vaughan in 
this regard is that he hadn’t the heart to be 
sharp to a fellow who was all over him. 


This is in the nature of a review because 
when the campaign was hottest I discerned that 
the original motive was malice and revenge. 


I say that if F.D.R. had been George Spelvin 
his manipulation of the settlement of Elliott’s 
loans of more than a quarter of a million dollars 
would have been an indictable offense. Roose- 
velt contrived this swindle so as to stick 
innocent, trusting citizen for his scamp son’s

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Flags, Bugles Gone: 
Hands Still Needed

Don’t try to warm your hearts at the 


fire of patriotism these days. The post- 


war period has come and gone. The flag has passed us by. 

Bustling women who rushed forward to enlist for feverish duty 
on the home front when the pulse of conflict throbbed in their 
veins have gone back to their shopping tours and their leisurely 
luncheons for four at a downtown cafeteria. 

Some have slipped of their shoes and relaxed, saying that they 
have done enough for a lifetime, and there is that fine old phrase, 
“my family needs my time.” 

Only a few of the zealots who reported for work in 1943 or 
1944 have stayed on at their posts, at the sides of the boys and 
men who cannot escape the fate the war has dealt them. 

Those few, that powerful handful, have made the word 
Volunteer a title of distinction, and erased, with a thousand 
loving gestures, the hard lines of pain and bitterness in the 
faces of many a frightened veteran. 

A handsome, sweet-faced woman wearing the cool silvery uni- 
form of the Red Cross Grey Ladies bent down to light a chocolate 
birthday cake for a relict of the Spanish American War yesterday. 

“You didn’t come last week,” he said, almost petulantly, “I 
missed you. I was kinda on the rocks again and I missed you...” 

On the vocks ... 

A red-haired Zirl Gray Lady flitted through the orthopedic 
ward, flashing her sassy’ personality like a neon sign. The men 
put down their comic books, sat up, and their attention was a 
living thing. 

“Hey, there,” drawled one, “‘you seen what old Joe’s doin’? He’s 
knittin’! Yeah, knittin’!” He leaned back, straightened the leg 
held in traction, “Me, I’m thinkin’ of takin’ up, tattin’!” 

The chipper Grey Lady tossed her burnished head. 

“Any day you want to learn,’ she laughed, “I’ll be here to 
teach you.” 

Any day you want to learn... I’ll be here. 

A wheelchair slipped down the corridor, a pudgy little girl a- 
straddle her daddy’s knees, playing with the lapels of his bath- 
robe. The young mother pushing her precious cargo, nodded to 
the Grey Lady. 

“Thank you for getting Carol and me a room,” she said, “I 
don’t know what we would have done without you.” 

“Glad to do it any time. Just let us know.”

But Grey Ladies themselves know their work is for special peo- 
ple. Their own personality requirements are cheerfulness, dig- 
nity,, sincerity, sympathy, tolerance, tact, dependability, flexibility, 
ability to listen as well as the ability to talk with sick people.

Fall Fabric Reaches New Heights 


He may not be dark. And 
he may not be handsome. 

But the man of your 
dreams is almost sure to’be 
tall for Vall, Winter and, 
perhaps, Spring. 

The clothes that make the man 
this year are being designed to 
Sive an impression of greater 
height, topped by broader shoul- 


ders that taper down to narrow- 
er hips. 


Come to think of it, the first 
two requirements aren’t too im- 
portant. 

The whole cloth of this story 
revolves around a special fabric 
called Dangent: It is being her- 
alded this month by Esquire 
Magazine and introduced local- 
ly by Muse’s, with slightly dif- 
ferent versions. 

According to Bob Hale, man- 
ager of. Muse’s menswear depart- 
ment, Dangent is a type of di- 
agonal weave, which in itself 
creates an illusion of height and 
breadth. 


Esquire claims that it is a 
new fabric, which Mr. Hale re- 
futes, hastening to explain that 
it is the use of the fabric and 
not the fabric itself that is new, 

- such as the narrower collar on 
the coats, which tends to in- 
crease the height, as well as the 
straight line from shoulder to 
hip and the lower placement of 
buttons. 


Mr. Hale also takes issue with 
Esquire on the peaked-lapel deal 
for single-breasted suits. 


“They just won’t go in this 
part of the country,” he pointed 
out. “Consequently, we stick to 
the notched collar for single- 
breasted suits and leave the 
peaked lapels for double breast- 
ed models.” 


From there on out, their 
stories run pretty much the 
same course. 


Dangent comes in a number 
of different fabrics, such as wool 
sharkskin, a soft-surface worsted, 
a cashmere-type weave, Bengal 
gabardine (flecked), whipcord 
worsted, about nine different 
shades in plain fabrics and one 
patterned weave. 


The primary shades are gray, 
brown and blue, varying into 
luggage, travelers brown (a 
taupe shade), chocolate, Confed- 
erate blue, a salt and pepper 
weave and a cinnamon and pale 
beige combination, all of which 
give off a one-color tone at a 
distance. The patterned fabric 
is a very faint overlay plaid in 
faintly contrasting colors, such 
as dark red against charcoal 
blue, rust against brown and 
blue against gray. 

The men who wear the Dan- 
ent weave suits can further the 
illusion of height by choosing 
the new narrower ties to go with 
them. 


One thoughtful virtue of these 
suits, which we almost overlook- 
ed, is that because of the straight 
line from shoulder to hips, they 
also possess the faculty for min- 
imizing portly waistlines. 

However, we wouldn’t let this 
fact discourage an occasional 
workout at the club.

A: This is an excellent recipe 
for those cookies. Beat 2 egg 
whites until stiff enough to stand 
in peaks, but not dry. Sift to- 
gether 134 cups sugar, 4% tea- 
spoons instant-type powdered 
coffee and a dash of salt. Slow- 
ly add this mixture to the egg 
whites, beating constantly. Then 
lightly fold in the remaining 
sugar. Stir in ™% cup crushed 
corn flakes. Drop from spoon 
on well greased cookie sheet. 
Bake until lightly browned in a 
slow oven (275 degrees F.) from 
15 to 30 minutes, depending on 
the size of the kisses. Remove 
from pan while still warm. 
Makes 21% dozen. 


Q. Do dried fruits contain 
more sugar than they do fresh?

A. Yes, because extended rip- 
ening provides time for the de- 
velopment of natural sugar and 
often contain 30 percent more 
fruit sugar than do fruits har- 
vested for purposes other than 
drying.
